Yesterday, at P. M., In the Grand Jury
Room of the new Conrt House, the" taking of
testimony was resumed before the Examiners.
The evidence taken wan in reference to the
voting In the Second division of the First ward.

Alexander McBride tcstltrcd that he offered to
vote In this division at the October election; oa
he handed the full Democratic ticket In nt the
window he was driven away by a mob of fifteen
or twenty men; excepting Henry Godwin, they
were strangers; although ho had given no provo-
cation, the crowd yelled out to shoot or kill him.

John Miller testified that ho had lived at No.
118 Denmark street, but left this residence In
June, ltttiS. Two John Miller were marked as
having voted, one being assessed at the residence
above stated.

The boxes containing the papers of tho Second
division of the First ward and tho Tenth divi-
sion of the First ward were opened, und the
paper examined.

Francis McDonough testified that the naturali-
zation papers exhibited were his, Issued from
the Supremo Court on September 14, jltKiS; this
paper lie showed nt the polls, but was refused
when he ottered bis vote; witness was sworn,
and produced a voucher, but bis vote was not
then received.

Mrs. Henrietta Kedmond, No. 1710 South
street, testitied that she moved from No. 11U
Tiuker street in September last; her husband,
John Kcdiiiond, died in lttV4. His name wa
marked on the. voters' and assessed list.

Martin Cavanaugh testified that lie received
his naturalization papers cither two years be-
fore, or two years alter he declared his inten-
tions, and he" guessed it didn't make much dif-
ference; when trying to vote 'the Democratic
ticket be was dragged out of the line, and taken
to the Soutliwark Hall.

Timothy Carbon testified that in October,
18. he resided nt No. Ill Tusker street; at the
October election witness saw turbulence at tho
polls: about liftecu minutes after witness voted
a man named John Call came up to vote; he was
challenged on his residence and his vote was re-
fused; he requested witness to vouch for his
residence; witness went to the window and
swore to Call's residence; as he did this some
man in tlie line behind him cursed him, and
said "go for him." but some Republicans who
were present wouldn't allow it; some time after-
wards a crowd eamo up Greenwich, towards
Second street, singing "Rally Hound the Flag:"
they went into Bouvier's house, and afterwards,
at the poll, made a rush to the window; witness
saw Alexander McBride leave; a young man,
whom they called Henry Godwin, pursued
McBride and fired twice at him; I had to go
away, and when 1 returned I win told the crowd
were driving Erickson away: Mr. Casnaugh,
who held the Democratic window book, was
driven away, and then all the Democrats left
there: there were police ofllccrs there then, but
they did not interfere with the crowd, manv of
whom were McMichael's special"; at five P. .Si. I
went alone to the window, but the Republicans
held both sides of the window; there was not a
Democrat to lie seen; I beard one man on the
pavement say, "Where's the Copperhead can
come to this window now i" 1 then tame to the
conclusion I'd leave.

Cross-examin- by Colonel Mann Several of
the crowd about "eight or ten of tliem re-
mained about the window at five o'cloek; they
were voting busily; four or live voted while wit-
ness watched them: Democrats voted ouly at the
risk of their lives.

Mr. Mann called the attention of the exami-
ners to the fact that the hourly returns showed
that four Democrats and eight Republicans voted
in the hour irom live to six o clock P. M. There
were four of Mr. MeMieliael's deputies, with
badges on.

On trill North 4'urolina Rnilrontl.
This is the name given to a new railroad eoin-iiin- y,

created by tlie Legislature of North Cam-
illa on the 8th "of March, 1809, for the purpose

of constructing a railroad from some point on
the North Carolina road, at or near Greensboro,
tlie southern terminus ot the Richmond and
Danville Railroad, due south, to Cheraw, in
South Carolina, about one hundred miles in
length. The construction of this link will form
another direct line from tho East to the South
Atlantic coast, and when completed passenirers
can take the ears of the Richmond and Danville
Railroad at Richmond, and run through via
Greensboro, N. C. and Cheraw, S. C, via North-
eastern Railroad, a distance of 430 miles, at tho
lowest calculation of speed (25 miles an hour),
In 18 hours; or taking tlie cars irom Washington
city via the Orange and Alexandria Railroal,
via Lynchburg, and from thence via the no
being constructed Lynchburg and Danville Rail
road to tireensuoro, J. (J., and thence to
Charleston, S. C, via tlie Central North Carolina
Railroad to Cheraw, S. C, and Northeastern
Railroad a distance of 520 miles.
in 21 hours, from Wushiugtou City to Charles-
ton, S. C.

The proposed route from Greensboro to Che
raw is designed to run through Guilford, Ran-
dolph, Moiitgomery, and Richmond counties,
N. C, with easy grades, and very little rock ex-
cavation except in Montgomery, which is
the finest mineral county In the State for gold,
iron, and coal, where there is some slate excava
tion necessary. The soil through these counties
can and will he made very valuable, especially
by foreign emigration. Landholders along the
route have already given the incorporators as
surances to suusenue uo,ihki acres ot land at the
present cash value for stock iu the road.

Ibe immense water powers of Deep. Wharrev.
and Yadkin rivers will be developed by the Ceu-tr- al

road, which will run parallel iu many points
with those rivers where the most important
water powers are located, and in close proximity
to the "Narrows," the great falls of the Yadkin.
There are already located and in full operation
nve large cotton lactones on Deep river, w ithin
a distance of about ten miles.

Tlie construction and equipment of the new
road, it is said, will not exceed 3,000,000. Its
success, from the encouragement received along.
ine route, seems to ue certain.

Another road, in connection with the Central
North Carolina Railroad, is in contemplation.
from Greensboro to a point to be hereafter de-
signated on the Virginia State line, to join the
now being constructed road from Lynchburg to
Danville, which will still further "shorten the
distance between Philadelphia to Charleston, S.
C, upwards oi tnirty mites.
